Illegal fireworks have popped up in at least 
three Westland locations this week. 

Violations were issued to at least three area 
businesses on Tuesday, and Westland Police are 
on the lookout for additional illegal fireworks be- 
ing sold in the city. 

Westland Fire Marshall Bob Fields said ba- 
sically any fireworks that lift off, move or make 
noise are considered illegal in Michigan. 

Fireworks in Michigan must meet Michigan 
Department of Transportation “Class C” specifi- 
cations to be considered legal. These specifica- 
tions detail the amount of explosive content per

Fields said the fire department warns business 
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Stalking trial set for local man

A 34-year-old Westland man has been convicted of spou- 
sal abuse and faces a jury trial for charges of stalking early 
next month. 

Garry Joseph Abidin was found guilty of spousal abuse 
and sentenced to 90 days in jail by 18th District Judge Gail 
McKnight on Wednesday. A July 12 jury trial was set for the 
stalking charges. 

Abidin was arrested June 17 following an alleged assault 
of his former live-in girlfriend of nine years. 

A warrant was issued for a stalking charge on June 11 


after at least three incidents involving Abidin, who allegedly 


harassed the victim at her Cowan Road apartment, were 
reported to Westland police. 


The spousal abuse charge resulted after Abidin arranged 
to meet with the victim, who is the mother of his adolescent 
son, at the Middlebelt Road Ram’s Horn in Westland, police 
said. After dining together, the woman attempted to leave in 
her own vehicle, police said, when Abidin allegedly tried to 
stop her by using physical force. 


The victim eventually managed to get into her car and 
drive away, but Abidin chased her in his vehicle, police said. 

When the woman noticed a nearby police officer she be- 
gan sounding her horn to get the officer’s attention. 

Abidin was later apprehended by Livonia police and 


‘turned over to Westland police officials. 


Abidin is being held on a $20,000 cash bond. The stalking 
charge is a misdemeanor and carries a penalty of 90 days in 
jail, and/or a $500 fine and up to two years probation. 


Transit system receives funding

The Nankin Transit Commission (NTC) apparently has as 
many lives as a cat. 

The NTC, which has provided small bus service since 
1974 for senior citizens, the handicapped and the indigent, 
has been assured approximately $800,000 for the fiscal year 
1994-94 by the Suburban Mobility Authority for Regional 
Transportation (SMART,) the main NTC funding source. 

NTC also receives local contributions from all of the com 
munities it serves. 

Richard Fernandez, a former Garden City council mem- 
ber and city NTC representative, praised SMART and Mic- 
hael Duggan for “their cooperation and help.” 

I don't think we would be here today if it were not for the 
cooperation of SMART, specifically, the cooperation dis- 
played by Mr. Duggan,” said Fernandez, who was named 
chairman of the NTC board of directors last month, replac- 
ing Wayne council member Tom Kelly. 


“There is a sincere effort of cooperation between the two 
groups,” Fernandez continued. “We have also put in place a 


management team to oversee the everyday operation of 


NTC.” 
Longtime NTC director Charles Hunter has stepped down 
and a team consisting of Fernandez, former Westland mayor 





Tom Brown who is also a present member of the Westland 
City Council, Ralph Shufeldt, a Canton Township trustee 
and Kelly are responsible for the daily NTC performance. 

“We have streamlined the operation to make it more effi 
cient and responsible to the needs of our communities,” 
Fernandez added. “We want to provide the best possible 
service available. But, again Mr. Duggan was the catalyst for 
this positive change.’ 

Duggan is an assist: ant to Wayne County Executive Ed 
ward McNamara, who was appointed last year by the county 
executive to serve as an interim general manager of SM. ART 
in hopes of finding some solutions to the financial problems 
of the authority.

forgotten the day, or the war. 
That shrapnel-filled helmet 


awarded as a result of the se- 
vere head injuries he sus- 
tained from the flying metal 
are tangible reminders of a 
time in his life he will never 
forget. 

Both Miodowski and his 
brother, Stan, are past com- 
manders and current mem- 
bers of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars (VFW) Post 3323 in West- 
land. Both brothers served in 
the armed forces during World 
War II in the early 1940s. 

Stan Miodowski, 76, is also a 
Westland resident. He served 
in World War II from 1941 to 
1944 and said if he had it to do 
all over again he wouldn’t 
change a thing. 

“I think it’s a great thing for 
an individual to be part of the 
service. It teaches them disci- 
pline and gives them a better 
idea what this country gives 
them,” Miodowski said. 


Miodowski said he feels 
people don’t understand the 
hardship of war like they used 
to when they could see men 
fighting in combat. With the 
new technological advances, 
Miodowski said many people 
don’t understand the kind of 
destruction that occurs during 
a War.

Jason Lovette of Romulus 
was ready to file for leave from 
the U.S. Army on Saturday 
Dec. 6, 1941. 

“At that time, the Army was

A former Navy man who 
served three years in World 
War II, is observing Indepen- 
dence Day in a traditional 
manner. 

Peter Kress of Belleville 
and his wife, Lillian, plan to 
watch fireworks displays at 
several sites, They also at- 
tended a Family Day celebra- 
tion in Van Buren Park to 
observe the holiday. 

“I served in the U.S. Navy 
from Oct. 12, 1942, to Oct. 11, 
1945,” said Kress. “I was in 
Brazil, Scotland and England 
and was ready to go to the Pa- 
cific area When the war en- 
ded.” 

Kress, who is 71, said he 
doesn’t do any marching, but 
he does enjoy watching holi- 
day parades. 

He is a member of Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post 1590 in 
Florida and American Legion 
Post 225 in Lansing. He also is 
an active member of the Van 
Buren Democratic Club and 
the September Days Senior 
Citizens, participating in a va- 
riety of community-centered 
events and activities. 

“I was a medalmaster first 
class. I worked with electri- 
cians, radios and radar. I re- 
paired ships and worked with 
the Shore Patrol and in the 
mess hall. At times, I was in 
charge of 18 men. I did a little 
bit of everything,” Kress said. 

Kress has many memories 
of his tour of duty in Brazil. 

“You could ride the running 
board of a street car for one 
cent. If you stood inside, it cost 
one-and-one-half cents. To sit 
down, the fare was two cents,” 
Kress said. “Also, when I was

there, I almost picked up a 
Portugese Man-of-War from 
the water. A native told me it 
was poisonous.” 

Kress also relates a story 
about hiring Brazilians to per- 
form some manual labor, and 
later finding out that he had 
greatly overpaid the men for 
their work by giving each of 
them 25 cents. He was cau- 
tioned to be more moderate 
with his payments, or the re- 
sult could be an economic 
crisis. 

“I don’t think it was ever 
less than 90 degrees in the 
shade any day that I was in 
Brazil,” Kress recalled. 

Kress wanted to qualify as a 
diver, but during a dive, his 
suit tore on a can that had 
been dropped overboard and 
water began to pour into his 
suit. 

“I never qualified as a diver. 
I was in the hospital when an 
other test was given,” he said.

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Natural settings are “in” at zoos around the country, and the Toledo Zoo has constructed a realistic 
atmosphere to display its animals and to recreate a setting to preserve endangered species. 

With the encroachment of civilization on previously uninhabited areas plus the perils of droughts, 
natural disasters and poachers, the chances for the survival of many endangered animals seems to be with 
their reproduction in zoos. Consequently, zoos are attempting to strike a balance between preserving 
animals in a close-to-natural environment and allowing visitors to view and study the exotic species. 

It appears that the balance has been achieved at the Toledo Zoo where visitors can view many exotic 
animals in realistic re-creations of their natural habitats. 

Although lions, giraffes, rhinos and elephants are the most exotic residents of the African Savanna in 
the Toledo Zoo, a colony of meerkats seems to attract the most attention. 

“Look at the prairie dogs,” call out the visitors to the exhibit, even though the sign in front of their 
habitat is clearly labeled “meerkats.” 

Confusion is understandable, because the African animal resembles its North American counterpart 
even though they are not related. The meerkats peer out of the multiple holes in their compound and dart 
about the grounds, pausing to look at the visitors watching them. 

The Hippoquarium is located at the entrance of the African exhibit, and is constructed so that visitors 
can view the massive animals from windows located under water. In an article on the “new zoos,” the

Also dwelling in the Sa- 
vanna are leopards, Colobus 
monkeys and a variety of ex- 
otic birds. 

Visitors to the Toledo Zoo 
can view some 2,500 animals 
representing 460 different spe- 
cies.. Ten climate-controlled 
buildings, some of which were 
constructed during the Works 
Progress Administration and 
Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration eras, house thg 
animals. 

Two ofthe major attractions 
are the Kingdom of the Apes 
and the 17,500-square foot Go- 
rilla Meadow which resembles 
the animals’ native African 
habitat and allows the great 
apes to dwell in a realistic en- 
vironment. After viewing the 
gorillas, orangutans and chim- 
iy panzees, visitors can compare 
p their weight and strength to 
the apes as the Interpretive 
Center. 





The koalas napping in the 
treees, the barking sea lions 
and delightful penguins are 
popular attractions with visi- 
tors. Youngsters enjoy the op- 
portunity to mingle with goats 
and other small animals in the 
children’s section in spite of 
the danger of their clothing 
and belongings being nipped - 
not bitten - by the curious ani- 
mals. er 


A reptile house, bird house 
and aquarium also are fea- 
tured at the Toledo Zoo. The 
aquarium is home to sea tur- 
tles, sharks, electric eels and 
hundreds of exotic fish.

A unique addition to the zoo 
is the newly opened Carnivore 
Cafe. As one might guess, the 
restaurant is located in the 
renovated building that 
housed big cats and primates 
for nearly 70 years. The Carni- 
vora Building, which was once 
considered a state-of-the-art 
animal facility, became out- 
dated when advancements and 
improvements in animal care 
were introduced. Rather than 
to demolish the building, it 
was renovated - disinfected 
and sanitized - and then con- 
verted to a cafe with three res- 
taurants.
